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REMARKS 



Present Status of the Application 

The Office Action rej ected claims 1-3, 6-11 and 14-16 under 35 U.S . C . 1 02(e), as 
being anticipated by Jang (U.S. 2004/0227870). The Office Action also indicated that 
claims 4-5, 12 and 13 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant appreciates this 
indication of allowable subject matter. Reconsideration of those claims is respectfully 
requested. 



Discussion of Office Action Refections 

The Office Action rejected claims 1-3, 6-1 1 and 14-16 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e), as 
being anticipated by U.S. 2004/0227870. Applicants respectftdly traverse the rejections 
for at least the reasons set forth below. 

In response to the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e), Applicants respectfully 
submit an English translation of Taiwanese application No. 921 12283 corresponding to 
this application for consideration of the foreign priority. In addition, a statement signed 
by translator under 37 C.RR. § 1.55 showing that the submitted English translation is an 
accurate translation of this application is attached herewith. Applicants claim foreign 
priority benefits of Taiwanese application No. 921 12283 filed on May 6 th , 2003, and this 
application should be entitled to have the earlier filing date. 

Hence, it is clearly believed that the cited reference provided by Jane (U.S. 
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2004/0227870) with a filing date on Dec. 23" 1 , 2003 is not qualified as a prior art 
according to the Amendment of Patent Law by the American Inventor Protection Act of 
1 999 (AIPA), which renders the rejection under 35 U.S.C, 102 moot.
